Applicant is reminded that during patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest reasonable interpretation consistent 
with the specification." Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the claims during prosecution, and broad interpretation by the 
examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393,

While the meaning of claims of issued patents are interpreted in light of the specification, prosecution history, prior art and other claims, 
this is not the mode of claim interpretation to be applied during examination. During examination, the claims must be interpreted as 
broadly as their terms reasonably allowed. This means that the words of the claim must be given their plain meaning uniess applicant has 
provided a clear definition in the specification. In re Zletz, 893 F.2d 319, 321, 13 USPQ2d 1320, 1322 (Fed. Cir. 1989). 
In this instance applicant argues that the prior art of record does not teach a conduit non circular cross section. Applicant defines the 
noncircular conduit as one of a oval and elliptical shape. Merriam -Webster online dictionary defines Oval as having the shape of an egg; 
also : broadly elliptical. It should also be noted that it well known in the art that a circle is a special case of an ellipse. The prior art of 
record teaches a circular cross section. Thus the claimed invention in view of applicants definitions of the term "noncircular" in the claims 
reads on the prior art of record. Applicant goes on to argue that the there is no reason to combine the prior art of record. All the claimed 
elements were known in the prior art and one skilled in the art could have combined the elements as claimed by known methods with no 
change in their respective functions, and the combination would have yielded predictable results to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time of the invention. Please refer to KSR International Co. V. Teleflex Inc., 82 USPQ2d 1385 (2007) for further clarification. . 
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
